The Bishop’s Page 


The Peace of All over the Christian world the prayers 
the Church which are being constantly offered for the 

peace of the Church will be redoubled in 
fervor through Whitsuntide. Whitsunday is a special 
Church Unity day, and on that day the hearts of all those 
whose hearts are wounded by the wounds in the Body of 
Christ are asked to offer prayers for unity. 


I trust that in this Diocese in every Church and at every 
service on Whitsunday itself and throughout the week 
prayers will be offered for this great cause. It will be well 
if they may be made specific. Here are some of the ways 
in which we may direct our prayers: the unity of Christ’s 
Church throughout the world; the special responsibilities 
of our Anglican Communion; the special responsibilities 
of our own Church in America—towards the Eastern 
Churches, so many of whose people are now settled among 
us (Greeks, Slavs, Syrians, Armenians and others), to- 
wards the Protestant Churches, especially those with whom 
we are now conferring (Methodist, Lutheran and Re- 
formed Episcopalian) and most especially the Presby- 
terians—and finally the unity in love and fellowship within 
our own Church. There are great diversities among us. 
Let us never forget as we pray for the reunion of Chris- 
tians to pray likewise for growing unity in love and mutual 
understanding in our own Church. Let us pray during this 
season of Pentecost for the Peace of the Church. Let us 
also pray for the Peace of the World.

The Peace of The stories carried in the Church papers 
the World of the continuous prayers which are being 

offered in Westminster Abbey and in other 
places in England for the peace of the world bring, it 
seems to me, a message to all of us. I hope that most of 
those who read these words do at any rate from time to 
time pray that our own country and the world may escape 
the catastrophe of another world war. I know that in our 
Church services the Prayer for Peace is constantly being 
used, but it has seemed to me as I have read of these 
English people and thought of the agony of the hearts from 
which the prayers come that we in our personal prayers 
and in our Churches might do a very great deal more to 
help. We in America in spite of the headlines of our papers 
every day and the intensity of the debates which are going 
on in regard to neutrality and our world position, do not 
and cannot feel the terror of the future as do the people 
in Europe who will be inevitably involved if war breaks 
out. We still go along with a kind of feeling that it will 
not come to us, and we know that in any case our country 
is not going to be devastated or our cities destroyed. 


But the world is all one. The sufferers in China, the 
people who live in terror along the frontiers of Germany,— 
all these people wherever they may be, are our brothers. 
Their troubles are our troubles; their fate definitely con- 
eerns and affects our fate. 


May we not then in our own lives and in our Churches 
make the offering of prayer for peace something more of 
a definite task? May we not at least during Whitsuntide 
set apart an hour every day or at such intervals as may be 
feasible, for volunteers to be in the Church offering silent 
prayer for the peace of the world? As these weeks of ten- 
sion go on, may we not meet them and help to bring calm- 


ness and poise by continuing such arrangements for special 
prayer? 

There are many aspects of the whole problem for which 
prayers need to be offered,—for rulers; for the people; for 
the sufferers; for our own country that it may see clearly 
and live up to its responsibilities for the peace of the world; 
for the breaking down of economic barriers; the equalizing 
of economic opportunities; for the building up into new 
power the structure of peace; the League of Nations; the 
World Court; the sanctity of treaties and the like. 

For all these and for many other things which contribute 
to the peace of the world may we pray. 

A Whitsuntide filled with prayer for the peace of the 
Church and the peace of the world will bring new blessing 
upon us. 


In March, far away in Honolulu died the 
Reverend William Lucas, a clergyman of 
this Diocese since 1892. He was ninety- 
seven at the time of his death. The last twenty years he 
had lived in the Islands, before that in Berkeley and in 
Ben Lomond. He had been a well-known missionary of 
the early days in Nevada, was the second rector of St. 
James’, Fresno, and then served as missionary in Santa 
Cruz County until his retirement. He was much loved, a 
devoted pastor and preacher, slender, short, delicate, with 
patriarchal beard and a fine voice; to those of us who knew 
him in his later years he seemed the very embodiment of 
the loyal and devoted priest. 

One of the last veterans of the Civil War, he had up to 
the moment of his death been an honored figure on Memo- 
rial Day and other patriotic occasions. We cannot mourn 
his going at such ripe age. We do rejoice in his memory. 

And another devoted servant of Christ has gone from 
among us into larger service. Mary Mott was ordained 
Deaconess in St. Mark’s Church, Berkeley, just thirty-one 
years ago. In volunteer work in St. Mark’s Parish she was 
already beloved when she entered training (with Miss 
Anita Hodgkin) for the Deaconess Order. They were the 
first class in what later became the Deaconess Training 
School of the Pacific (now known popularly as St. Mar- 
garet’s). After ordination she continued as one of the 
Parish Staff until her retirement in 1935. Her work was 
almost entirely pastoral. Hundreds of homes knew her as 
a welcome visitor; hundreds of sick bodies were made 
stronger, hundreds of sick souls were comforted and 
cheered by her very presence. She carried blessing wher- 
ever she went. She was the kind of person whom people 
liked to call a saint—and rightly if to be a saint means to 
give one’s life, with purity and humility of spirit, to 
en into the lives of others the joy and strength of

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The Bishop Coadjutor’s Column 


Gambling 

One becomes increasingly aware that much of our Chris- 
tian teaching and preaching is wasted because of its irrele- 
vancy. We seek to build a superstructure of Christian 
idealism and dedication when the foundation is shaky and 
unstable. An appeal is made for a development of the 
mystic sense of attunement with God when visibility is 
obscured by ineptitude or sin. The Christian ethic is eter- 
nally founded upon the higher morality. 


Take the question of gambling, for instance. It has be- 
come a national idiom, so taken for granted that in the 
minds of many it needs no defense. The causes for the 
wide spread of the gambling fever are probably to be 
found in the unsettled economic conditions of the recent 
past, with the consequent sense of insecurity thereby en- 
gendered; the losses sustained during the stock market 
speculation, the widespread poverty that made financial 
gain attractive regardless of its sources, and the ever pres- 
ent desire for the thrill that inheres in such types of 
venture. 


Wide publicity is given to winners of sweepstakes prizes. 
A national lottery was seriously suggested as the solution 
of the problem of relief. The most reputable firms have 
adopted the prize racket as a favorite method of radio ad- 
vertising. ‘‘Bank nights’’ lure hundreds to our movie 
theaters, Church raffles have become a characteristic method 
of raising money. It is one of the notes of national de- 
cadence. The sad experience of the past seems utterly for- 
gotten. Children of fairly immature years have learned 
the thrill and even the technique of making wagers. 


The Christian Church must ever oppose gambling, in 
its commercial aspect as contrary to public policy, and in 
its individual, as subversive of the Christian philosophy 
of life. True happiness depends upon spiritual values and 
unselfish service, not upon getting something for nothing. 
Gambling means the exploitation of personality by stimu- 
lating to false hopes and ushering one into a world of un- 
reality. Gambling is disintegrating to character as it in- 
clines one to depend upon chance or luck rather than skill 
and effort. It seeks that for which it has no valid claim 
and asks for a return out of any proportion to service 
rendered. 


Perhaps its most serious aspect is its effect upon youth, 
its education of our young people into the notion that life 
is a gamble, and its disavowal of any merit system, with 
the consequent loss of initiative and a sense of respon- 
sibility. 

Parents may smile indulgently at any protest against 
small wagers at golf or bridge without realizing that there 
is much more at stake—possibly even the destiny of their 
children. The magnitude of the practice is no basis for its 
justification. ‘‘Everybody is doing it’’ confers upon the 
gambling habit no approval or benediction. Ethically, the 
majority is almost always wrong. 


It will take us years to recapture in America the secure 
iessons of thrift and industry which the gambling habit 
has inereasingly destroyed. It is a well known psycholog- 
ical device for mankind to escape from self-condemnation 
by obseuring the character of questionable conduct by the 
use of some euphemistic designation or by ascribing to it 
some high motivation. Thus the college boy bets on his foot- 
ball team as an expression of loyalty to his alma mater. 
The golf or the bridge enthusiast insists upon a wager be- 
cause it stimulates to more careful and accurate play. 


It is a counsel of wisdom to preserve the spirit of the 
true amateur and follow the admonitions of Jesus in avoid- 
ing conduct apparently innocuous but fraught with real 
danger to the life of the spirit.

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The Salinas Valley Mission 

The Wayside Cross Pilgrimage was a red letter occasion 
for the Mission this year, because it was the first opportu- 
nity which the people have had to meet the Bishop Coadjutor 
officially. We weleomed over a score of Pilgrims, but missed 
greatly the presence of Dr. Hodgkin. Sunday, April 30, 
was a perfect day, beginning with the early celebration of 
the Holy Communion at St. Mark’s, King City, Bishop Block 
being the celebrant. 

After breakfast the autos journeyed to San Ardo, where, 
at St. Matthew’s Church, the children of the recently or- 
ganized Church School, their teachers, and members of the 
Mission gathered to greet the Bishop and vistors. There was 
a short service and talk by Bishop Block. 

Speeding on their way, literally, the Pilgrims arrived at 
the Cross in time for morning service at 11 o’clock. There 
was a geodly company present, estimated to be about 200 
persons, mostly from Paso Robles and Parkfield. The Bishop 
preached, the Vicar conducted the service, the vested choir 
of St. James’ led the singing, assisted by a brass quartette 
of the Paso Robles Junior High School. 

Following the Wayside Cross service, the Vicar drove the 
Bishop to Parkfield, to inspect Christ Church, before re- 
turning to Paso Robles. An evening service was held here 
at which Helen Frudden, Leslie Patterson, June and Dudley 
Taylor, Lee Ruth and George Dudley and Bruce Peachey 
were confirmed. Mr. John Dutra was received. 

Questions are frequently asked about the Vicarage for 
Paso Robles. Plans are moving forward so that it is hoped 
to begin work in June. In eash and pledges there is now on 
hand something over $4,200. A recent conference with the 
architect has scaled down the estimated cost to about $5,200 
without sacrificing any of the essential features of the house.

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Pastoral Ministry 
Canon Barnes Lectures at Divinity School, Berkeley 


Canon C. Rankin Barnes, rector of St. Paul’s Church, 
San Diego, and newly appointed Special Lecturer in Pas- 
toral Care at the Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
gave a series of five lectures to the student body on April 
17-21. He began his course on ‘‘The Social Aspects of Pas- 
toral Care’’ by pointing out the significant description of 
the office of a priest contained in the Offices of Instruction : 
‘‘The office of a Priest is, to minister to the people com- 
mitted to his care. . . .’’ Pastoral care is mentioned even 
before preaching and the administration of the sacraments. 
The cure of souls is an expert’s task, and cannot be han- 
dled by an amateur’s ‘‘sanctified common sense.’’ A higher 
professional standard of pastoral care can be developed 
through the improvement of the pastor’s distinctive tech- 
niques and also by borrowing from related professions. The 
one agency doing the most to equip the clergy properly for 
this work is the Graduate School of Applied Religion at 
Cincinnati. 

In the course of the five lectures, Canon Barnes pointed 
to the new understanding of man’s instincts, subconscious 
mind, and power of suggestion revealed by the new psy- 
chology. The relationship of the mental hygiene movement 
to religion was made clear. He stressed the fact that no 
parish exists in a vacuum, and that every pastor must un- 
derstand the sociological background of his parish in order 
adequately to serve his community. The value of social case 
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work method in pastoral work was emphasized. The final 
lecture on ‘‘Family Relations’’ showed how the new Mar- 
riage Canon turns the emphasis from the marriage cere- 
mony to the pastor’s responsibility in the field of prepara- 
tion for marriage. This is not just an ecclesiastical duty, 
but an outstanding pastoral opportunity which demands 
thorough preparation.

For the first time in its history the Church Divinity School 
is making an appeal to the whole Diocese for a consideration 
of the basic importance of the work it is doing in the life of 
the Church, and the necessity for sustaining it liberally. 
The appeal is effective practically simultaneously with the 
publication of this issue of THe Pacrric CHURCHMAN. 


A Significant Move 

This fact is significant of many things. It indicates that the 
School has emerged from one phase of its development as an 
institution of more or less local interest to one which is offi- 
cially Provinee-wide and with the additional promise of 
even larger service. With the enlargement of its student 
body and teaching staff its resources have been outgrown. 

It also means that for this generation and in all likelihood 
for a longer period, a divinity school with any of the marks 
of a private institution about it is more or less outmoded. 
Schools trying to subsist solely on private endowment, re- 
sponsible only to a few individuals and responsive only to 
limited trends of thought, will find it progressively harder 
going. The Church is awakening to the stake which the 
Church as a whole has in its Seminaries and also to the in- 
creasing difficulty seminaries with only private endowments 
have in maintaining the standards of excellence demanded. 

The new method of looking to parishes and individual 
Church people for annual contributions is definitely here. 
From the General Theological Seminary in the East, whose 
deficit has reached $40,000 yearly, to our own in the West, 
the appeal to Church people is more and more insistent. 


An Honor for the Diocese 


In seeking the aid of the people of the Diocese of Calli- 
fornia to make the Church Divinity School adequate to its 
opportunities in this new day and need, it is fitting that it 
be pointed out that the honor of its founding and nurture 
during the first forty years of existence has been largely our 
own. The vision of the School was that of Bishop Nichols. 
A large part of the funds to found it came from this Diocese. 
Here it has found a congenial home, first at San Mateo, then 
at San Francisco, and now at Berkeley. From the Diocese 
has come a large number of the men trained in it. 


Graduates in Many Lands 


There is likewise a certain pride that can be taken in the 
service that the School has rendered the whole Church. While 
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Church Divinity School of the Pacific 
Looks to the Diocese

it has most of its graduates at work in the West, which it 
was primarily founded to serve, the 131 living graduates are 
to be found serving in twenty-two dioceses from California 
to Massachusetts. Among them are bishops, deans and paro- 
chial clergy, professors in colleges, missionaries and officers 
of institutions. Outside the United States graduates are to be 
found in England, Canada, China, Hawaii, Japan and 
Mexico. 

Among those who have taught on the faeulty the people 
of the Diocese will remember with love and respect are 
Bishop Nichols, Dean Powell, Canon Kip and Dr. J. O. Lin- 
eoln. Along with Dr. Lineoln, whose memory is so revered, 
one must mention Mrs. Lincoln, whose contribution to sue- 
cessive generations of seminaries was second to none. 


Reasons for Consideration 


From the large number of reasons which should weigh 
heavily with all Church people a few are here listed for 
consideration : 

1, An adequately trained clergy is the first concern of all Church 
people. 

2. Theological education must be privately supported because re- 
ligion cannot be taught in State-supported schools. 

3. General Convention has said that each geographical section of 
the United States must have its own divinity school. The Church Di- 
vinity School of the Pacific is the only school west of Chicago. 

4. The Chureh Divinity School is now at the highest point in its 
forty-five years of service, both in number of students and size of resi- 
dent faculty. 

5. The Presiding Bishop in his recent tour of the Coast has said 
that the most important need of the Church in the West is to build 
up its own Divinity School. 

6. The surest and practically the only way to insure a constant and 
adequate supply of young men for the ministry of the Church in the 
West is to train them here. At present we do not have our share in the 
West. Sixty-four per cent of our clergy in the Province are above the 
median line of forty-five years, and only thirty-four per cent are un- 
der it. 

7. No section of the Church can be wholly competent and inte- 
grated without its divinity school for trained clergy and research 
scholarship. 

8. In large measure, men for the work of the Church in the West 
must be trained in the West if the Church is to grow as it should. This 
principle of locally trained men has been the key to vital Church life, 
without exception, through the Christian centuries. 


W hat the Bishops Think 


The most encouraging aspect of the work of the School 
is the way in which the Bishops express themselves about it. 
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12 he Pacific Churchman 


What Bishop Parsons and Bishop Block feel about it we 
know. This is what some others say: 


Bishop (Oregon) : 

‘*We need more clergy. One man to 1,500 square 
miles is too few. We need Western recruited men, West- 
ern trained men. Our one Seminary needs to be strength- 
ened and supported. We are depending too much on 
Eastern trained men.”’ 


Bisnor Huston (Olympia) : 

**The necessity of having a well-equipped Theologi- 
eal Seminary of our Chureh here in the Eighth Prov- 
ince is so obvious as to need no argument. And what 
could be more obvious than that the Divinity School 
in Berkeley, California, is the natural and logical place 
for the concentration of our united efforts?’’ 


Stevens (Los Angeles) : 
**The Church Divinity School of the Pacific deserves 
the cooperation of everyone im the Eighth Province. 
It is im a position to rank with the best and oldest Semi- 
naries in the East. It is doing a splendid work.’’ 


Bisnor Porvrer (Sacramento) : 

**The efforts being made to develop on the Pacific 
Coast a Divinity School of which the whole Chureh will 
be proud, merits the wholchearted support and cooper- 
ation of our Chureh people. Now, with improved stand- 
ards, better equipment, and under the leadership of the 
new Dean, we feel that it is entering upon a brighter 
period in its history.’’ 

BisHop Goopen (Los Angeles) : 

**You have gathered things together so that the 
Chureh has a splendid school of divinity on the Pacific 
Coast with a faeulty of great ability and potential 
strength. In addition to this, the wisdom that has been 
shown in a wise cooperation with such imstitutions as 
the Pacifie School of Religion and the University of 
California across the way that made it possible for men 
to pursue all courses neeessary and helpful for the min- 
istry of the Chureh under distinguished teachers is be- 
yond praise.’’ 


The forty-fifth annual commencement of the Chureh Di- 
vinity School of the Pacific was held on May 11. Bishop 
Karl M. Block spoke on the needs of the ministry today, 
and said, in part: 

‘*The ministry today demands the highest courage and 
unquenchable optimism. We are beginning to experience the 
growing pressures of totalitarianism. Loyalty to Christ 
makes us champions of the rights of the individual and the 
dignity of the human soul. The apostles were thrown out into 
the fieree regimentation of the Roman Empire, an excel- 
lent prototype of the modern totalitarian state, yet by the 
stainless purity of their lives, the matchless character of their 
devotion, they won a body of adherents that by the end of 
the first century outnumbered the armies of Rome. 

‘‘There is one contemporary challenge to faith that has

not been met in the past and overcome. A devoted and dedi- 
eated Church ean again change the moral elimate of our age. 
It is ineoneeivable for the Christian Church to lose its heart 
interest in the underprivileged, the exploited, and the dis- 
possessed. It is futile to inculcate in the hearts of our youth 
the ideals of Jesus and complacently send them into a world 
whose atmosphere is utterly uncongenial to the fulfillment 
of those ideals.’’ 

The honorary degree of Doetor of Divinity was conferred 
upon the Rev. Edwin Tuttle Lewis, reetor of St. Matthias’ 
Church, Whittier, California. Dr. Lewis is a graduate of 
Yale University and the Episcopal Theological School. The 
degree of Bachelor of Divinity was conferred upon: James 
Garfield Caldwell, Jr., Los Angeles ; the Rev. John Compton 
Leffler, California; Carl Norman Tamblyn, Sacramento, and 
Paul Moore Wheeler, Los Angeles. Diplomas of graduation 
were presented to: Howard William Brummitt, California ; 
the Rev. Edward John Mohr, California; George William 
Morrel, New Mexico; the Rev. Torben Rhye Olsen, Idaho, 
and the Rev. Gilbert Parker Prinee, California.

Chureh Program to Counteract Atheism 


Among Students

There is no topie more interesting to the chureh-going 
public of America than that of the college student and the 
Chureh. The traditional concept of the college student im 
the mind of the American people is that he is atheistiecally 
inelimed and disdainful of the Christian ideals of morals. 
Henee, when young men and women leave religious homes 
to attend the university they are philosophically preeau- 
tioned against falling imto the pitfall of religious imdiffer- 
enee and lost faith amd against aligning themselves with 
the anti-religionists. 

It is true that anti-religion is prevalent on university 
eampuses, not to the extent that many believe, but with 
suffieient foree to wreak havoe with students’ faith and to 
eause them to become addicted to its preeepts. If the 
Chureh wishes to maintaim her position among students, 
the future leaders of the eountry, convinee them of her 
divine mission, and rally them behind the ideals for which 
she stands, she has to launch a deliberate and concerted 
program of religious education and administration among 
them. The Church is sending good eleries into the field, but 
in a half-hearted manner. To obtain adequate results and 
to counteract the work of her enemies this program has to 
take on the nature almost of a erusade. The Church has to 
arouse zeal and fervor for student work among her adult 
constituency or suffer the consequences of lost leaders in 
the Church in generations to come. 


It is not that college students are irreligious, but im 
the maelstrom of confusing philosophies they are made 
ready victims of the pernicious propaganda that is set up 
against the Chureh. Men educationally unprepared to dis- 
euss religion and the Chureh, with little knowledge of what 
the Chureh stands for, is doing, and has done throughout 
the ages, set themselves up as critical authorities on the 
subject and pass down distorted Judgments to those who 
have full eonfidence in their teaching. 

On every side the student is bombarded with anti-ee- 
elesiastieal ridieule. This comes at a time when the student 
is going through a mental and intellectual adjustment that 
will naturally be warped by these ideas that are so preva- 
lent about him. 

Only a few students stay away from the Church for 
eonseientious reasons, the majority beeause of this propa- 
ganda which is set up against the Chureh under the guise 
of enlightenment. Some of the most flagrant misconceptions 
of the Chureh’s doctrine, history and work are dissemi- 
nated and held up to nidicule, and religion is made to seem 
ludicrously irrational. The student is ineuleated with ideas 
that church going is taboo among educated people and 
appeals only to the untutored masses. Ungrounded in Chris- 
tian doctrines, apologetics, or the history of the Church, 
tempted by the many distractions that lead from the 
Chureh which abound on all sides, the average student 


God is our Father. We are His children. His heart, too, 
warms at our gratitude and our thanks. It is a good thing 
to give thanks unto the Lord.—Exr.

Under the presidency of Bishop Stevens of Los Angeles 
a stimulating pre-synod conference on religious education 
was held on Tuesday, May 2nd. 

At the morning ¢onference, designated, ‘‘A Survey of 
Young People’s Work,’’ opportunities for the youth of the 
Chureh to engage in positive social action were suggested 
by Mr. Otis Brubaker of Stanford University; The Rev- 
erend Herbert T. Pateman, student pastor at Stanford, 
spoke on the problems of the college pastoral ministry ; the 
Reverend Clifford L. Samuelson of the diocese of Olympia 
presented a comprehensive plan for diocesan leadership 
of the young people’s work through the ‘‘ Diocesan House 
of Young Churechmen’’; Mrs. Chester Root of San Jose 
explained the Girls’ Friendly Society and the Daughters of 
the King and the Reverend Sumner Walters of Alameda 
gave helpful hints on mixed groups such as the Young 
People’s Fellowship.

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Book Notes

“The Nature of Religious Experience” (Essays in 
honor of Douglas Clyde Macintosh), edited by J. S. 
Bixler; Harpers; $2.50. 


Outstanding students of the greatest American theo- 
logian have contributed eleven important articles to a 
symposium presented in his honor. The essays are dis- 
cussions of Professor Macintosh’s favorite subject— 
religious experience. While Reinhold Niebuhr talks of 
the “truth of myths,” Robert Calhoun discusses the 
“semi-detached knower,” Richard Niebuhr discusses 
values and Seelye Bixler presents a fine critique of the 
work of both Macintosh and Henry Wieman. It is a 
great tribute to Professor Macintosh that his illustrious 
students should create such a valuable symposium as 
this is. This reviewer’s only regret is that the publish- 
ers did not have the foresight to include the story of 
Professor Macintosh’s life and a chapter by Roland 
Bainton. It is a very important book for all who recog- 
nize the need of experimental religion. Ever since Pro- 
fessor Macintosh wrote “Theology As An Empirical 
Science” in 1919 the subject of religious experience 
has been before the eyes of the theological public. In 
the opinion of this reviewer he has been the leader in 
his field and this book is further evidence of the fact. 
There is a list of his more important writings at the 
end of the book but there is no index. There is a full- 


page picture of Professor Macintosh opposite the title 
page. It is a “must” book.—Randolph rump Miller. 


“Realty and Value; An Introduction to Metaphysics 
and An Essay on Theory of Value,” by A. Campbell 
Garnett; Yale University Press; $3. , 


This book shows a wide acquaintance with the lead- 
ing thinkers in the field of value theory, especially 
Nikolai Hartmann and Wilbur M. Urban. The book is 
necessarily technical and sometimes unnecessarily 
heavy reading, and it is an important contribution to 
contemporary thought in the field of value. It begins 
with an analysis of the experience of value but does 
not remain in the empirical realm. From the discovery 
of values in subjective experience, it goes on to point 
out that values can be objective and subjective, abso- 
lute and relative, at the same time without therefore 
being contradictory. From the experience of the indi- 
vidual we rise to the discovery of the social commun- 
ity and, finally, to the cosmic pattern of a universal 
will, which we call God. We must submerge our- 
selves in the current of this God will if we would 
‘realize our own destiny. Thus, while his value theory 
is based upon an empirical realism, it conserves all 
the fine points of value idealism without going too 
far beyond the bounds of experience.
